President refuses to debate Barnes 


President Bond has declined to 
publicly debate physics professor 
Gene Barnes on the issue of Bond's 
tinal faculty promotion hist issued two 
weeks ao 

Barnes, and government professor 
Christopher Dyer - Bennett, were cut 
from the recommended list of Arts 
and Sciences (A&S) promotions sent 
to Bond tor approval The list ranked 
2? protessors recommended to be 
promoted trom associate professor to 
full professorship 

The charge made by Barnes was 
that the cuts, which give the school 25 
promotions to the full rank, are a 
“specific attack” on the School of Arts 


and Sciences 

In a letter, dated April 6 declining 
Barnes’ challenge. Bond said he feels 
public debates “only serve to inflame 
the issues.” He invited Barnes to meet 
privately to discuss the matter 

Bond has voiced displeasure with 
the school’s promotion model, which 
he says places too much emphasis on 
seniority and not enough on merit 

“lam not going to debate a per- 
sonnel issue with Dr Barnes.” said 
Bond, “And | suspect that Dr Barnes 
would probably not be enthusiastic 
about a debate on this type of thing 
after having had a chance to think it 
over”

The FEB says it divided the total 
promotion money of $50,025. giving 
the top rank of full professor most of 
those funds. This translated into 3¢ 
available promotions to full rank, 
hased on a “one step equals one 
promotion” method 

This method was based on a 
decision to limit the promotions to full 
professorship to candidates at the 
highest salary level in associate profes- 
sor rank (there are five steps in each 
rank. An impaction of these people 
currently exists, according to the FEB 

The administration contends that 
the FEB set the number of full rank 
positions at 34. Using a “promotion 
method.” versus the step method 
recommended by the FEB. the final 
total number of available top 
promotions to Arts and Sciences was 


25 versus 27

Controversy over the election 
Started after several complaints of 
irregularities at the polling places had 
been reported to election coordinator 
Dave Payne One such complaint 
forced Payne to ciose one of the poll 
ing places and to lock up the ballots 

Controversy over the outcome of 

the election came to a climax on the 
night the ballots were counted in the 
ASI office in the University Union 

Heyman Matlock was declared 
winner of the first count of the ballots 
with 737 votes against Patti Payne 
733. Ferris came in third with 670 
votes and George Hatfield received 

302 votes 

ASI regulations state that the 
ballots have to be counted at least 
twice. In this count Matlock again 
won by four votes. However. both he 
and Payne gained |! votes (74% to 
744}, while Ferris lost four votes (666) 
and Hatfield remained unchanged at 
W2 votes 

Election Board 
Davis explained the total gian of 18 
votes in the second count. He said this 
was caused by a number of vaguely 
filled in ballots that had been left out 
during the first count. having been 
counted. Some of these ballots were 
double - marked and it was hard to 
determine for which candidate the 
vote was meant. Also, he said. some of 
the ballots showed either Matlock’s 
name, his nick name or the name of his 
vice - presidential candidate on the 
bailot where tt says “wirte in” 

The controversy over these ballots 
made a third count necessary. ac- 
cording to Davis. At this count some 
of the ballots that were not correctly 
filled in were left out 

Matlock supporters were outraged 
when Patti Payne won the third count 
by one vote (733 to 732.) Ferris gained 
three votes (669) and Hatfield lost a 
vote (301)

Foreign students bring Mideast flavor to CSUS | 


Actually there ts a great deal about 
the Middle East that is mysterious. It 
is a land of contrasts mountains, 
deserts, sea shores and fertile valieys. 
There are modern cities mixed with 
the old, casbahs, banks. multi. - 
national corporations. Bedouin 
tribesmen, Cadillacs, camels, and oil, 
lots and lots of oil. And there is the 
constant threat of war 

CSUS has 135 students from the 
Middle East, representing the coun- 
tries of Iran, Iraq, Israel, Jordan. 
Kuwait, Lebanon, Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and Turkey. The 
Hornet ta!ked to five of these students 
all Moslems. and some of the myths 
about the region were dispelled 

It is not true that one is either rich 
or poor There is a growing middie 
Class and these students caome from 
that class structure. In most Arab

countries chidren are not illiterate 
They are required to go at least to 
elementary school. and in addition to 
their own they must learn a foreign 
language. usually English. They are 
perpleaed at the permissiveness of 
American youth, especially young 
women. They also are perplexed that 
American family ties are not as strong 
as those they enjoy at home. In the 
Arab world the family ts everything 

These » Middle East — students 
selected CSUS because of its good 
reputation, or on the advice of friends 
or relatives. and because it ts located in 
Sacramento. In many respects Sac- 
ramento reminds them of home 
especially the weather. They admit to 
going through a period of culture 
shock, but now are assimilating 
themselves into our community 

Kamel T. Rashid is a Jordanian. 
who onginally lived in Palestine. His 
family was forced into refugee status 
as a result of the 1967 Arab - Israeli 
war, and now lives in Kuwait. He has 
four sisters and two brothers 

Rashid first came to California in 
1971 and attended Delta Community 
College before coming to CSUS and 
gaining a BA in criminal justice. He is 
now a graduate student in Inter- 
national Affairs

Rashid said. He is married witha child 
on the way. “I originally came here to 
Study engineering but changed my 
mind. Criminal justice is a field that | 
can use when I re » to my 
homeland. and international affairs 
has broadened my perspective.” 

“Palestine, specifically Jerusalem 
is the Holy Land of the Christians 
Moslems, and Jews.” Rashid said. “Of 
Christan because Jesus was born 
there. of Jews because it is the 
promised land of the Old Testament 
of Moslems. because their founder 
Mohammed. recognized the kinship 
of his religion to Judaism and Chris- 
tanity Today Palestine has about 
three million residents. one million in 
that country and the others living as 
refugees in other Arab states.” 

His family finances Rashid’s 
education. “After | complete my 
graduate work Pexpect to work in the 
Middle - East in some Arab country or 
fora multi - national corporation.” he 
said 

Rashid likes CSUS. the campus 
and the administration. He has one 
complaint. “The campus needs better 
parking facilities for students 
Although I've got a sticker. many 
times I can't park close enough to 
make a class on time. Maybe it’s 
laziness. Also I've spent several hun- 
dreds of dollars on parking tickets 
since I've been here The campus ad- 
ministration should be able to do 
something about the ticket situation,” 
he said 

Rashid ts chairman of the CSUS 
Chapter, Organization of Arab 
Students, which has 65 local members 

Mohammed Abdul Hadi was 
born and raised in Jordan “Jordan is 
a country of about two million people 
a mix of native Jordanians and !’ales 
tinians who are refugees as a result of 
the 1967 war. Jordan is a center of 
trade and commerce between the East 
and West.” he said

Insurance study program eyed 


The School of Business and Public 
Administration may soon add the 
studs of insurance to its 10 concen- 
tration areas, if a proposal by the 
Faculty Senate Curriculum Com- 
mittee is approved 

Three new courses would make up 
the core of the concentration along 
with three elective courses selected 
from existing offerings 

According to the Proposal, no 
new faculty will be required to teach 
the courses unless enrollment war- 
rants new positions. The proposal says 
it is doubtful the new concentration 


will draw students to CSUS but hopes 
to offer an additional choice to 50 per 
cent of the business students who have 
not yet chosen a study concentration 

In addition, the report sees little 
impact on space or equipment as the 
result of offering the additional 
courses 

Under the Plan BA 138, (formerly 
BA 143). would be called General In- 
surance. This course will be a study of 
risk and tts implications in decision 
makiag 

BA 139A is called Property and 
Casualty Insurance and will deal 


primarily with business enterprise. BA 
139B. Life Insurance and Fstate Plan- 
ning. will concentrate on the handling 
of business and persona! risks with 
emphasis on Life, Health, Disability 
and Social Insurance 

The need for such a program is the 
result of requests from insurance firms 
to establish insurance internships and 
to recruit students, according to the 
report, The report lists several 
prominent firms as examples 

The proposal next goes to the full 
senate for approval and then to 
President Bond for his okay

will be counted. He said that the 
ballots had been taken out during the 
first four counts on the discretion of 
election coordinator Dave Payne. 
This, Matlock stated, was not valid 
since Payne should have acted ac- 
cording to ASI rules. 

Election Board Corodinator Dave 
Payne could not be reached for 
comment on the possibility of in- 
validating the election. ASI 


regulations state, however, that a 
compiaint with 50 signatures must be 
filed within five academic days after 
the election. The election board must 
then decide whether it will invalidate 
the election. If it does, the case will be 
taken to the Board of Justice, which 
makes the fina! decision. 

The regulations also state that the 
ASI president can overrule a decision 
by the election board and can take the 
case to the BOS directly. 


Dermersch are on leave from their 
previous state positions.

Bond foe to lecture here 


John Gerassi, former professor of 
government at CSUS, will speak on 
“Culture and the Politics of Decep- 
tion” Friday, April 1§ at 10.a.m. inthe 
Senate Chambers of the University 
Union 

Gerassi was denied employment by 
President James Bond in spring 1974 
because of his participation in anti - 
war movements at San Francisco 
State University (SFSU) in 1968 

Gerassi, whose situation stirred 
controversy on the CSUS campus, 
was seen breaking into the SFSU ad- 
ministration building during the con- 
frontation between students and ad- 
ministrators, He was later dismissed 
from the faculty. 

Bond would not allow Gerassi to 
teach on campus because “he is not the 
kind of person we want on campus,” 
but the Government Department 
passed a resolution saying it would 
hire Gerassi. 


Gerass: is the authorized 
biographer of Jean Paul sartre and has 
written many books and articles on 
such topics as Latin American 
politics, and revolutionary theory and 
practice. He is now teaching at UC Ir- 
vine

A haitmiler at John F Kennedy 
High School and state meet qualifier, 
Bolton switched to the 400 meters at 
CSUS. The change was for the better 
with a fine clocking of 477 Bolton 
captured the gruelling 1976 quarter 
mile crown. In his first two season on 
the college cinders Larry finished 
second in the conference 400 finals 

He has shown a yearly progression 
in the 400, 50 seconds his first vear, 
486 in his sophomore season and 
champion as a jumor, The six - foot 
fleet - footed Bolton has a mile relay 
split of 469 


How do the two champions train? 


“Inthe off season | lift weights. do dis- 
tance work and work on a lot of 
technique.” Bolton said. “When the 
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season starts | do a lot of speed work 
because | know | already have the 
strength from the weights and distance 
running.” he continued. There really 
isn't an off season for Mijares because 
he runs on the Capitol city spikers 
cross country team in the fall 

“You have to feel positive at all 
times in a race, you can’t let it get you 
down.” Muyares said. “Just being 
under the clock psyches me up for a 
race. The middie distance races are 
fast paced. you don't have time to 
think, you have to plan your strategy 
beforehand. You're all bunched up in 
my races, you have to fight for 
position throughout the race 

Bolton describes his event this way 
“Personally it’s one of the toughest, if
